Applicant argues that Nessett c s servers 106 and 121 do not have a location independent 
of the communication path. Examiner disagrees because Fig, 2 discloses access server 106 which 
is a separate server and located off terminal 1 13. In addition, Applicant has defined in the 
Preliminarily Amendment filed on 1 1/21/2000 that his access server is a separate entity from a 
premises routers such as origination routers or destination routers. Therefore, examiner decides to 
maintain the existing rejection of the server.
